make that .statement any too strong," said Humane Ofsk-er J. \V. 
Vensel in discussing the present imbroglio in the affairs of the t"o- 
sltoetou County Humane .society with a Tribune reporter Tuesday 
night. At a meeting of the ->.H-iety held Monday night. Officer Yen 
sel informed the members thai he had been requested by President 
Cantwell to resign but 
that he \\ould not coinjiay with the 


request. After the meeting, it was announced that a committee 
consisting oi George Hrewer. 11. D. lieaeh. II. li. ll.n and Jaine-, 
Crawford had been '-hosen to select a successor to Oilieer Yensel. 
who would "retire" March 1. 


Now it appears that .someone had not figured on Ofiseer Vensel "s 


putting up a light, when it was anticipated that lie would "'retire" 
on March 1. In fact, the officer states that he 'has had attorney-: 
look into the legal phase of the matter and if has been found that 
although the MX-ieiy has the power to appoint a humane agent, 
with the approval of the city ami county authorities, who pay his 
salary, but t'hat no section of the statutes was rewaled that au- 
rhorixes the socieiv to remove that agent.

Is Wasted 


r 
Columbus. Feb. 23—At a cost 


to the taxpayers of Ohio of more 
that $4.000 the General Assembly 
has voted to each of its members 
a set of Page & Adams* Annotat- 
ed Statutes . at ^25 per on ihe 
ground that ihe general code pub- 
lished by the state is of no value 
to the law makers. 


The general code passed in 1910 


was the work of a codifying com- 
mission composed of former Gov- 
ernor James E. Campbell, form- 
er Secretary of State L. C. Lay- 
lin and -Judge Hiram L. Sibley, 
who received for 
their labors 


$45,000. It cost the state some- 
thing like $40.000 to print the 
code, bringing the total cost of 
the original work to $85.000. 


Following this t-he Legislature 


passed a law making the Attor-' 
ney General the official eodifier of 
the laws, with the idea of keeping 
the code to date by 
publishing 


supplement^ following eac/h legis- 
lative session. This law permitted 
the Attorney General to employ 
special counsel to do the codifying 
and provided 
that 
competitive 


bidding should not be required to 
let contracts for printing the sup- 
plments. 


The original and supplemental 


codification*: have cost the state 
about .fl 00.000. 
Ten thousand 


sets of the code have been printed 
but 4.000 are in the Secretary of 
State's office unsold because law- 
years Avon't buy them.

Labor Secures Radical Changes In 


Labor Commission Measure. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 1Z.—The liaah 


bill providing lor a general atato in- 
dusirial comtnisssoa 10 take over th'- 
various tiuiies of «he state depar'- 
meats now havn:^ ;o do with labor 
aad indtistrx. wil! J>e considered by 
the senate at 2:"-> Thursday afternoon 
of this week. The senate so decided 
iu accepting the In!! \\iih Us ainend- 
m'-nts from the iabor oommittee. On1; 
cf the most important amendments 
Is that which seeks to leave intact 
all present laws safeguarding the 
rights of labor. As Crst drawn the bill 
abrogated all pr^s^-ut hibor laws and 
sought to place it within the power 
of the commission to make nece^sarv 
rules for tlie protection of working- 
men and women. 


Organized labor feared the effect of 


such a sweeping proposal and suc- 
ceeded in having Uio senate commit- 
tee taUe this provision out. As it now 
reads, the bill teates on the statnt 
books all the present laws, but giv^s 
the new commission the right to make 
farther rules for the protection of 
labor.

Pujo Committee May Take Dratlic 


Action For Publicity. 


Washington. Feb. 25.—No authori-
